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PREAMBLE. 


Whereas,  It  is  perfectly  consLstent  with  the  ilit- 
tutes  of  prudence,  and  the  principles  of  religion, 
tnat  men  liable  to  bo  overtaken,  at  any  time,  by 
(liJcaGej  or  some  of  the  accidents  of  life,  and  cer- 
tain of  being  sooner  or  later  forced  to  obey  the 
summo'LJ  jf  death,  should  make  even  temporal 
provi*-ious  for  these  events  :  Therefore,  wo,  th<; 
siibscribers,  being  all  residents  of  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  in  order  to  raise  a  common  fund 
for  this  purpose,  for  the  mutual  advantage  of 
ourselves  and  of  those  who  may  choose  to  asso- 
state  themselves  with  us,  under  our  Constitu- 
tion :  and,  also,  in  order  to  make  a  strong  and 
united  effort  against  the  soul-destroying  vice  of 
intemperance,  do  agree  to  enter  into  an  Associa- 
tion, and  to  be  governed  by  the-  following  Arti- 
cles, to  wit :

ARTKLK    I. 

Tlie  luimQ,  style  and  title  of  thin  Corporation, 
anil  of  the  Association  over  which  it  shall  prosido,

Th'?  Association  shall  be  governed  by  a  Board  of 
twelve  Mana(!;crs,  who  shall  be  all  resident  citizens 
of  the  city  of  Halifax,  and  of  lawful  age — they 
shall  bo  elected  annually  l)y  tlie  Association,  on 
tlie  2nd  of  February,  being  the  festival  of  the  Bles- 
sed Virgin  Mary,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  twelve  calendar  months. 

ARTICLE    iif. 

No  person  shall  be  capable  of  ))eing  re-el '^c ted  to 
the  Board,  until  he  shall  have  l)ecn  one  ye;  :  out  of 
office,  except  the  officers  ot  the  Board  hereinafter 
enumerated,  who  shall  be  re-eligible  during  their 
continuance  in  office. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

All  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  hap- 
pening by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
supplied  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  Associa- 
tion, at  such  time  and  after  such  manner  as  the 
Bv-Laws  shall  direct. 
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ARTICLE    V. 

The  officci'B  of  the  Board  shall  bo  a  ProMidont,  a 
first  arid  n-cond  Vice  Proeident,  a  Socretary,  and

Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  duty  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  to 
receive  and  pay  out  all  monies  for  the  Society,

shall  pay  no  money,  however,  on  account  of  the 
Society,  unless  by  an  order  from  the  President, 
countersigned  or  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

He  shall,  with  the  depositing  committee, 
deposit  all  monies  belonging  to  the  Society,  in 
such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct ;  reserving, 
however,  in  his  own  hands  the  sum  of  $200,  to 
meet  occasional  demands,  which  may  be  made  npon 

him. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  true  and  faithful  performance 
of  all  and  each  of  the  duties  impose  J  on  him  by 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society,  or 
resolutions  of  the  Board,  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
give  bond  with  one  or  more  sufficient  securities,  in 
any  sum  the  Board  may  think  proper  from  time  to 
time  to  require. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  report  in  writing,  at  each 
stated  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  amount  of  money 
received,  and  the  amount  paid  out  by  him  during 
the  preceding  month,  and  the  balance  then  in  his 
hands. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  attend  with  the  Secretary,  all 
suits  instituted  by  or  against  the  Society. 

Sec.  G.  He  shall  have  his  books  ready  for  inspec- 
tion in  the  month  of  August  annually,  and  at  all 
other  times  that  the  Board  may  require  it. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

Of  the  Stewards. 
Sec.  1.  The  duty  of  the  Stewards  is  to  visit  the 
sick,  and  otherwise  disabled  members  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  to  disburse  to  them  the  weekly  allowance 
to  which  they  may  be  entitled,  according  to  the 
by-laws  of  the  Society  ;  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  regulations  of  the 
Society,  or  resolutions  of  the  Board.  They  shall 
2 
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not,  however,  be  required  to  viait  any  sick  mem] 
"bers,  whoso  residence  is  more  than  two  miles  from 
tlieir  own  homes,  or  who  may  be  afflicted  with 
any  contagious  disease,  or  who  may  happen  to  be  ra- 
siding  in  a  house  where  such  disease  prevails  or 
exists. 

Sec.  2.  Stewards  shall  be  appointed  to  visit  the 
sick  members  of  the  Society,  and  they  shall  be 
elected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  19th  arti- 
cle of  the  By-laws,  and  for  their  services,  shall 
each  be  exempted  from  monthly  dues,  while  in 
office. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  Stewards  shall  have  received 
due  notice  of  any  member  of  the  Society  being 
sick  or  disabled,  they  shall  visit  such  member  with- 
in twenty-four  hours  after  having  been  notijBed  ; 
and  should  they  deem  the  individual  deserving  of 
the  benefits  of  the  Society,  they  shall  continue  tlieir 
visits  at  least  twice  a  week,  and  pay  to  him  Aveekly 
the  amount  to  which  he  may  be  entitltd,  according 
to  the  fourth  section  of  the  eleventh  Article  of  the 
By-Laws. 

Sec.  4.  The  Stewards  shall  be  authorised  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  examine  thoroughly  every 
application  for  the  benefits  of  the  Society,  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  &c.,  and  whenever  any  case 
appears  doubtful,  they  shall  call  in  a  phj^sician  of 
standing,  to  investigate  it,  whose  decision  shall  be 
final:  provided,  however,  that  the  applicant  in 
each  case,  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

Sec  6.  Whenever  an  application  is  made  to  the 
Stewards,  for  the  funeral  benefit  on  account  of 
some  deceased  member  of  the  Society,  said  applica 
tion  being  duly  attested  by  the  Secretary,  who 
shall  also,  in  every  instance,  specify  the  amount 
to  be  paid  according  to  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections 
of  Article  eleven,  of  these  By-Laws,  they  shall 
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present  it  to  tlic  President,  who  will  draw  out 
upon  the  same  application,  an  order  on  the  Trea- 
8urer  for  the  epeeified  amount,  which  they  shall 
pay  to  the  legal  representative  of  the  deceaseil 
member,  taking  a  receipt  for  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Board, 
the  Stewards  shall  report  in  writing,  all  the  huel- 
ness  transacted  by  chcm  during  the  previous  n  o  »th. 
Upon  their  report,  they  shali  enter  the  names  ol 
members  to  whom,  on  account  of  sickne88,  (te., 
the  weekly  allowance  may  have  been  paid,  wpiH*!- 
fvin*""  the  entire  amount  paid  to  each  individual, 
as  also  the  names  of  deceased  meml)er8,  if  any,  ou 
whose  account  they  may  have  paid  the  funenil 
tiUowanco,  the  amount  also  in  each  instance  to  be 
specified. 

ARTICLE    Vlir. 

Of  the  Messc7i(jcr. 

Sec,  1.  The  duties  of  the  Messenger  shall  1)0,  to 
prepare  the  room  lor  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  or 
Society,  and  to  attend  to  the  door  during  the  sanu\ 
He  shall  assist  in  keeping  order  ;  and  should  any 
member  of  the  Society  be  guilty  of  any  improj>ri- 
ctv  or  misconduct  during  the  meeting,  he  shall 
give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  President. 

He  shall  not  admit  to  any  meeting  of  the  So(i(,'ty 
or  Board,  any  person  who  is  not  a  member  of  the 
Society,  w^ithout  a  special  permission  from  the 
President.  Whenever  the  Secretary  furnishes  him 
with  notices,  directed  to  menibr^rs  of  the  Society  or 
Board,  residing  within  tlie  circumference  of  thr<e 
miles  from  the  Provinc'j  Building,  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  serve  the  same  in  due  time  ;  and  he  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  require 
of  him,  from  time  to  time  ;  and  for  his  services  h<' 
shaU  be  allowed  fifty  cents  per  month,  and  shall 
1)0  exempt  from  monthly  dues.  lie  shall  also  re- 
ceive four  cents  for  every  notice  he  shall  serve  on 
any  member,  by  the  direction  of  the  Secretary. 
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ARTICLE    IX. 

Of  Commfttecs. 

Sec.  1.  I}ircyci(/afin(/  Committee. — Ateacli  stated 
meeting  of  tlie  Board,  the  ycerotary  shall  detail 
Iroin  the  /oil  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  the 
names  of  throe  members  (the  officers  of  the  Board 
to  be  ulvvays  excepted)  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
vestigating Committee  for  one  uumth,  and  ho  shall 
<liily  notify  of  theii  appointment  the  persons  se- 
lected for  this  committee.  The  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be,  when  directed  by  the  Board  so  to 
do,  to  cn((iiire  into  the  character,  standing,  &c., 
of  applicants  for  membership.  The  Secretary  shall 
furnish  the  committee  with  the  petitions  of  those 
whose  cases  are  to  be  examined  into.  With  eac): 
of  the  applicants,  who  may  be  deemed  worthy  of 
being  admitted  into  the  Society,  tlie  committee 
shall  leave  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
and  notify  each  one  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
next  stated  meeting  of  the  Board,  at  which  meeting 
the  committee  shall  also  furnish  its  own  report  in 
writing. 

Sec.  2.  Depositing  Committee. —  A  committee 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  annually,  at  the 
stated  meeting  in  February,  to  be  called  the  De- 
positing CounniUee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in 
company  with  the  Treasurer,  to  deposit  from  time 
to  time  in  bank,  or  other  place,  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Board,  all  monies  of  the  Society  over  and 
above  the  sum  of  two  hundred  djllars,  allowed  to 
be  retained  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  for  contingent 
expenses,  according  to  section  2,  of  Article  six,  of 
t'lese  By-Laws.  When  such  deposit  shall  have 
reached  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  it  shall 
])e  the  duty  of  the  Depositing  Committee,  under 
the  directions  of  the  Board,  to  invest  the  same  in 
some  safe  and  profitabk  .manner,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Soci^^ty.

Sec.  2.  Those  candidates,  on  whose  application 
a  favorable  report  shall  have  been  made  by  the  in- 
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vostigating  Committee,  bhall  bo  called  by  tho  Presi- 
dent by  name.  He  shall  thus  address  and  iiiterrogate 
them.  ''  It  is  my  duty  to  ask  each  and  all  ot  you 
the  following  questions;  it  is  expected  that  you 
Avill  declare  the  truth,  for  should  you  not,  and  it 
be  hereafter  discovered  that  you  had  imposed  ou 
the  Society,  you  will  be  declared  at  once  expelled, 
and  you.  will  forfeit  all  claims  on  the  Society. 
Have  each  of  you  taken  the  pledge  of  the  Halifax 
Catholic  Total  Abstinence  and  Benevolent  Society? 

"  fs  cither  of  you  a  member  of  any  secret  Society 
wliatsoevcr — or  any  Society  using  secret  signs,  or 
}  tap's  words  ?  Is  any  of  you  a  member  of  any  other 
Total  Abstinence  Benevolent  Society?"  These 
qu.cstions  having  been  satisfactorily  answered,  the 
ap])licants  shall  withdraw  a  while,  and  the  Board 
will  go  into  an  election  viva  t'oce,and  if  two  thirds 
of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor  of  their  ad- 
missiim,  they  shall  be  declared  members  of  the 
Society,  having  first  signed  the  Constitution  and 
prid  tho  initiation  fee,  according  to  section  two, 
t>f  article  11,  of  these  By-Laws. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  of  the  Society  intending  to

— In  the  event  of  the 
death  ol  a  member  at  any  time  previous  to  the 
expiration  of  his  first  year's  membership,  the 
Stewards  shall  pay  to  the  family  or  legal  repre- 
sentative of  the  deceased,  the  sum  ot  twenty  dollars 
towards  defraying  the  funeral  expenses :  Provided, 
always,  that  the  death  of  said  member  shall  not 
have  been  the  consequence  of  any  immoral  or  cri- 
minal conduct  on  his  part,  and  that  no  arrears  be 
standing  against  him.  Should  it  be  found  on 
examination,  that  arrears  for  ar.y  period  less  than 
six  months,  are  standing  against  the  said  deceased, 
the  amount  of  the  same  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
aforesaid  twenty  dollars,  and  the  balance  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  proper  person,  as  directed  above.

^Sec^'b.  Paymmt  of  Officers'  Fees.—'Vhe  Secre- 
tary shall  be  paid  his  salary  after  the  expiration  ot 
his  term  of  office,  at   the  stated   meetnig   ot  the 
Board  in  March,  his  books  having  been  previously 
audited,  and  all  losses  sustained  by  the  Society, 
through  him,  for  the  preceding  year,  if  any,  having 
been  deducted   therefrom.

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Sec.  2.  If  <any  porson  shall  bo   found   to  have 
b3en  guilty  of  any  species  of  doception  whataoever, 
whereby,    in   defiance   of   the    Constitution    and 
By-Laws  of  this   Society,  said   person  may  have 
caused  his  name  to  bo  entered  on  the  Books  of  tliin 
Society  as  a  member  thereof,  the  title  to  momber- 
•ship   of  said   individual   shall    be,    and   shall    be 
declared  to  have  been,  null  and  void  from  the  date 
of  the  enrollment  of  his  name  on  the  books  of  the 
Society  ;  and  all  monies  paid  to   the  Society   on 
account  of  said  individual's  supposed  membership, 
shall  be  forfeited  thereto.     In  like  manner,  if  any 
member  of  the  Society  shall  join  any  secret  society 
whatsoever,   or  any  society  usin^  secret  signs  or 
pass-words,  he  shall  become,  and   shall   be,  ipso 
facto,  expelled  from  the  Society,  and  shall  forfeit 
all  claims  upon  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Should  any  member  be  found  gpilty  of 
practising  any  deception,  whereby  to  obtain  bene- 
lits  from  the  Society— for  instance,  by  feigning 
sickness,  &c.,  the  mem1)cr  so  offending  shall  be 
expelled  from  the  Society. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  member  shall  have  neglected,  for 
six  months  consecutively,  to  pay  the  monthly  con- 
tribution to  the  Society,  and  shall  not,  after  due 
notification,  come  forward  at  the   stated  meeting 
next  ensuing  such  notification,  and  pay  up  all  ar- 
rears, said   member   shjiU   be   expelled   from   the 
Society,  and  shall  fi)rfeitall  claims  upon  the  same  : 
Provided,  always,  that  the  foregoing  clauses  of  this 
section   shall   not  bo   construed  to  apply   tc   any 
nxember  at  a  distance  from  the  city,  having  a  tra-

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SUPPLEMENT  TO  THE  BY-LAWS. 

Sfx\  1 .  All  members  of  this  Society  shall  attend 
the  funerals  of  deceased  members.     They  shall  as- 
semble at  their  usunl  place  of  holding  meetings, 
one  hour  previous  to  the  time  of  interment,  trom 
whence  they  shall  proceed  to  the  house  of  the  de- 
ceased  wearing  the  badge  of  the  Society,  with  the 
rosette  covered  with  crape,  and  thence  to  the  place 
of  interment,  iii  the  following  order  : 
1st. — President. 
2nd. — ^^Vice  Presidents. 
3rd.— Treasurer. 

4th. — Secretary  and  xVssistant  Secretary. 
5th. — Stewards. 
0th. — Members  two  and  two. 
After  interment,  the  Society  shall  return  to  its  ^ 
usual  place  of  meeting,  in  marching  order. 

The  above  section  is  to  be  understood  thus  :     All 
members   of  the  Society,   without  exception,   are 
obliged  to  march  in  proccKion  to  the  c^^^Vjation 
line?  and  to  return  in  the  same  order  ;  but  it  shall 
be  decided  by  the  majority  before  starting,  whether 
thev  shall  proceed  to  the  place  of  interment,  when 
such  place  is  outside  the  city  limits  or  not.     It  it 
be  decided  to  go,  all  are  bound  to  obev  ;  it  not  any 
individual  can  obtain  permission  fro.    .ne  1  resident 
to  accompany  the  funeral   from  the   cor|poration 
line,  as  a  private  citizen-having,  hrst    given  up 
his  scarf  to  one  of  the  Marshals  ;  and  the  rest  shall 
return  according  as  directed  in  the  above  section. 
Sec   2    Any  member  who  shall  tail  to  attena  a 
procession,  or  other  turn-out  of  the  Society,  shal 
be  fined  as  in  case  of  failure  to  attend  a  funeral, 
^xcppt  3uch  persons  as  belong  to  a  military  compa- 
ny, and  who  may  be  on  parade  at  the  same  time, 
and  liable  to  a  fine  for  non-attendance. 

Sec  3  When  a  member  belongs  to  two  societies, 
he  shall  be  considered  as  privih--d  to  accompany 
the  first  society  hejoined,  in  pub  procession;  but 
Rich  member  cannot  be  elected  v.  any  office  m  this 
Society,  unless  he  renounces  this  privilege.
